Her Story Is Very Ancient and Appears 


In Sacred Hindoo Books, 


Tne stoiy of Omderella is substantial- 


ly tho same as that: told of Rhodopis 
and Pbnmmitichns by Elian, who lived 
in Rome m the third ceutnry of tho 
Christian era. The story, as told by 
Elian, is that while Rhodopis was bath- 
nig, an eagle cairied away one of hei 
sandals and dropped it near the feet of 
Psammitiohus, king of Egypt, who, like 
Cinderella's pimce, was struck by its 
diiumntive size, caused the maiden to 
be gonght for, and married her when 
found. Make the sandal a glass slipper 
and add the ugly sisters for the sake of 
contrast, and the stories are much the 
same 
The glass slipper, by the way, is 


an acknowledged fiction, being in real- 
ity a mistranslation of "pantonfJe en 
vair" (a far slipper), and not "en 
verre " 


This, at all events, is what is claimed 


by Perranlt in hia "Contes de Fees." 
Botli these stories have doubtless a com- 
mon oiigiu, but it is necessary to go 
fmther back m the history of the lltera- 
tuio to find it—to a people who lived in 
a period compared with which that of 
even Elian is qnito modern. It is in the 
Vedas, the four sacred books of the Hin- 
doos, that the origin is to be found. 


After what has already been said, it 


will not be snrpusmg to learn that Cm- 
derellu is a dawn maiden, her sisters 
being the poweis of darkness, who 
compel her to wa:t upon them, keeping 
her hidden from sight, fhe dawn maid- 
en Licaks from her bonds, and capti- 
vates the snu, remaining with him for 
a timo. But she uaunot linger with him 
m the heavens; she can remain only 
until a certain hour. 
Once she lingers 


too long, and, hurrying back, leaves on 
the path she has taken a token of her 
visit m the foim of a fleecy cloud, 
which had borm her aioftwhen she left 
the legions of darkness. The sun, deter- 
mined to find her, sends out his emis- 
saues (the rays of light), but does not 
find hei until she appeals before him as 
the evening twilight In the Vedas the 
pnucc '3 Ciillod Mitra, which is one of
